“This is the theme inaugurated at the National 
Garden Conference held in Washington, D. C., 
December 19-20, 1941. This conference was called 
jointly by the Secretary of Agriculture, Claude R. 
Wickard and Director Paul V. McNutt of the Office 
of Defense Health and Welfare Services.” 


Differing considerably from the emotionally dictated program of vegetable gardening in World War No. 1, the 
United States Government has lent its support to guiding gardening activities in this new and different war under 
the symbol illustrated above. Here is a program built around the thought of nutrition of the body by balanced 
feeding of proper vegetables and fruit, and nourishment of the spirit by gardening for beauty and cheer. 


In this new and much more intelligent concept of gardening in war times, we all have the privilege of ad- 
vancing our gardening enthusiasms in the common cause of winning the war. In addition to the very essential 
task of growing the proper foodstuffs to nourish and strengthen the individual and the family unit, and preserving 
the surplus for distribution among those less fortunate, the growing of flowers and the conserving of the beauty of 
the land—our heritage of trees and other natural and cultivated growths that are part of the America beautiful 
that our armed forces are fighting to preserve—the recognition granted morale is impelling and urging us to “Keep 
Them Growing.” 


Dr. S. W. Hamilton of the United States Public Health Service, speaking under the 
title of ‘“Mental Hygiene in a Garden Program” said: 


“Those who are guiding this movement for a vastly expanded program of fruit and vegetable production 
are evincing it seems to me, a very sane attitude toward the question of maintaining beauty. What they say 
about keeping our flowers, plantings, and shrubbery on our grounds and placing other things that engage the 
eye and induce a happy mood should be heartily upheld. There is no particular virtue in ugliness, and our 
soldiers will not fight one whit less vigorously for our country if they remember it as a place of lovely lawns 
and fragrant blossoms. There is plenty of good potato land without taking that on which our lilies grow, 
and all the vitamins we need can be raised without destroying the pansies. If the flowers are destroyed, some 
of our spirit goes with them. Is not life hard enough at all times, and particularly in the times that lie just 
ahead of us, without our making the homeland ugly?” 


Mrs. Ruth V. Strawbridge of Philadelphia, speaking under the topic, “The Spiritual 
Value of Flowers,” says: 


“These great forces of evil at war today can be overcome and we will be victorious by and from the powers 
of the spiritual. Let us not lose sight of the spiritual values in our great driving force for munition produc- 
tion. Let us preserve all cultural work. We must not destroy our landscapes, but must keep our flower gar- 
dens and continue to plant and develop all floral interests. In this time of war we must keep before us al- 
ways our spiritual values.” 


Flower gardening is just as necessary in these war times as vegetable gardening. Flowers are food for the 
soul, stabilizers of the emotions.

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The Cfladiolus 


FOR THE GARDEN AND FOR INDOOR DECORATION 


Gladiolus: “Diminutive of Latin gladius, a sword, from 
the shape of the leaves of the first described species.” 


Few flowers have so richly profited from the skill and taste of the hybridists’ continued ambitions as the Gladioli. 
Through variation, selection and breeding, the comparatively inconspicuous flowers brought from Cape Colony 
some hundred and fifty years ago, have been re-furbished, elaborated, glorified, until memory of their simple 
early state is quite lost in the wonder of newly acquired colors, markings, bewitching ruffles and widely flaring 
chalices. The color range of the Gladiolus of today includes every tint and shade possible. 


No blooms are more valuable in the midsummer and autumn garden than Gladioli. Their use is almost without 
limitation. The range of color available today enables them to share in any scheme. If the planting be properly 
timed they may be brought into bloom any time from June to November (and under glass, from November to 
June). The flowering season may be advanced or prolonged by planting in berry baskets or pans, keeping them 
in a protected frame until ready to set outdoors into the garden where a vacancy invites it. 


They are invaluable for cut flowers, and it is well to have a few hundred bulbs planted in some out-of-the-way 
place, for a cutting patch for indoor and porch decoration. It is interesting in this connection to choose varieties 
whose colors will harmonize with the decorations of the various rooms of your home. In cutting the blooms four 
or more leaves should always be left upon the plant; this helps to restore nourishment to the parent corms. 


Gladioli will give satisfactory results in any good garden soil. The depth of planting for the corms differs with 
the character of the soil. The lighter the soil, the deeper the corms should be set, and in dry seasons this deep 
planting is of great advantage, as it insures a cool and desirable environment for the roots. Deep planting has 
the further advantage of very largely doing away with the necessity of staking. In heavy, moist soils, however, there 
is danger in deep planting, as the soil may become too wet and cause the young shoots and even the corms to decay. 


The general method is to plant in rows from 11% to 4 feet apart, depending upon the method of cultivation to 
be employed. Dig a trench 5 inches deep and 2 inches wide at the bottom. Place the corms on the bottom of the 
trench 3 inches to 5 inches apart and then fill the trench with soil. 


They like plenty of air and sunshine under which condition they will grow to perfection. In dry seasons they 
should be thoroughly watered; a little sprinkling in the evening is of only slight benefit; give them a thorough 
soaking so that the soil is wet 5 inches deep and then leave them alone for a week. 


Cultivate after every rain or watering; keep the surface of the soil loose and open; give the oxygen a chance to 
get into the soil where things are growing. 


Do not use fresh manure at planting time. Apply barnyard manure the previous fall or use bone meal in the 
spring. Scheepers’ Bulb Food is best. 


Unpack the bulbs as soon as received and give them a thorough airing; keep in a good dry cellar until ready 
to plant.

All varieties marked “Exhibition” are especially 
suitable for exhibition purposes. Varieties marked “Decorative” produce florets 


measuring over 344 inches in diameter. In selecting these varieties, special stress 
is laid on their value for decorative purposes. Varieties marked “Small Flowered” 
produce florets measuring less than 314 inches across. They are especially selected 
for their decorative value, for use in bowls and for table decorations. This class 
includes the type previously listed as “Primulinus.” 


Varieties marked “Early” bloom in from 70-80 days. Those marked “Midseason” 
come into flower in 85-95 days, while those marked “Late” take a few days longer 


to bloom. 


AFLAME. (Midseason-Exhibition and Decorative.) A 
begonia-rose, shading to bright orange-flame near the 
edge. Backs of the petals are even brighter than the 
front. Very large flowers, six inches or more across with 
six to eight florets open at a time. A wonderful variety

ALBATROSS. (Early-Exhibition.) A fine exhibition 
variety, of purest white, large flowers with six to eight 
open at one time.

Infestations may inadvertently come in from a neigh- 
boring untreated planting or may originate from bou- 
quets of infested cut flowers that are consigned to the 
refuse heap after they have lost their freshness. In such 


cases spraying is recommended as a preventive or 
control. 


Since the thrips are difficult to find on the foliage, 
a careful examination of the plants should be made 
as soon as they are up five or six inches, and if any 
““silvered” the plants should be 
sprayed with a solution of tartar emetic, brown sugar, 
and water, prepared as indicated below. This solu- 
tion does not injure the Gladiolus foliage as does the 
paris green and brown sugar combination formerly

If molasses is used, it can be added 
after tartar emetic has been dissolved. No agitation is 


required with this spray.

Plants 


Careful spraying, repeated weekly or every ten days 
until flowering begins, will do much toward insuring a 
normal crop of flowers. This can only be accomplished 
by destroying the insects before they have an oppor- 
tunity to enter the buds. 


To obtain the best results it is necessary to use a 
sprayer capable of sufficient pressure to produce a fine 
mist spray that will cover all leaf surfaces of the plant 
with tiny droplets. Do not apply so much spray that 
these droplets will unite and run off. If rain occurs 
within twelve to twenty-four hours after the application, 
the spray should be repeated. 


If the spraying has been started early, and while the 
plants are small, the infestation should be so greatly 
reduced that no further treatments need to be made after 
the appearance of the first flowers. However, the last 
spray application should be so timed that it will be 
made as close to the beginning of the flowering period 
as possible.

“With full awareness of the national need for a co-ordinated effort in a Gardening for Victory Cam- 
paign and with a knowledge through experience gained in the First World War — 


“Your Committee, appointed to consider the conservation of lawns, flowers, and shrubs, submits the 
premise that any program for the development of gardens for victory must include the growing of trees, 
shrubs, and flowers, for the health of the mind, as well as vegetables for the health of the body; because 
ornamental gardening is a vital and absolutely essential part of American life today, and its value as a 
stimulus to national, physical, and spiritual well-being, is beyond calculation.” 


Monthretias 


Monbretias are graceful, sparkling flowers of the midsummer and autumn, reflecting the 
colors of the advancing season and lending a charming gaiety and lightness to the bor- 
ders. For the best effect the bulbs, more correctly called “corms,” should be set only a 
few inches apart, and in groups of not less than ten, toward the front of herbaceous borders 
or shrubbery. Thus planted, the sheaves of narrow leaves and slender, wiry arching stems 
strung with brilliant flowers, like miniature Gladioli, have the appearance of little fountains 
of bright color—rose, scarlet, yellow, orange, red, often marked with brown. They will 
flower for many weeks (from August into late October) and set at intervals in a border, 
where blue and white flowers predominate, are delightful indeed with such gay patches 
of color. They may be planted from the earliest spring days until late June, according to 
the flowering dates you prefer. Their long lasting qualities make the Montbretias most 
desirable for cutting, so that it is well to have a few hundred bulbs set out in some byplace 
where the graceful stems may be copiously cut for house and piazza decoration. 


South of Philadelphia these Cape bulbs may be left with entire safety in the open ground 
over the winter, and merely covered with a light mulch. They may be set out in the spring 
as early as Gladioli, but planted more shallow; three inches deep will give the best results. 


Montbretias should be given the same spraying treatment in the fields as is recommended 
for Gladioli, and, like the latter, a quantity might well be planted in berry or wire baskets 
at varying times, to be kept in a frost-proof cellar or frame, and later plunged, basket and 
all, into vacant spaces in the borders or other parts of the garden.
